eminently an agriclultural state, al- 


though gold was the object of their 


ambition. 
The discovery that the river val- 
leys possessed the elements and 


could be made to yield the equivalent 
of the yellow metal, at less cost, and 
with less labor, induced many seek- 
ers after treasure to abandon the 
search for gold and to adopt the less 
hazardous occupation of farming by 
irrigation. 


Co-incident with mining, the devel- 


opment of agriculture in Colorado 
has proceeded apace. 
An inventory of the pristine as- 


sets that have made Colorado as yet 
but a diamond in the rough should 
include the “Spirit of the West,” that 
quality of sterling manhood, enter- 
prise and optimism that has been be- 
queathed to us by the sturdy race of 
pioneers whose aspirations, hopes, 
faith, are inherent in the genera- 
t'on that has built and achieved. 
There are those yet among us who 


know with what danger, hardship, 
and  privation the pioneer life of 
Colorado and the West was fraught. 


| wonder how many of this genera- 
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tion are familiar with the history 
of our State? How many even care 
enough about our homely annals to 
become familiar with those men of 
courage, energy, determination and 
perseverance whose lives tell the 
story of Colorado’s development? 

Pen pictures by talented artists 
and famous writers have richly por- 
trayed the beauties of our’ scenery, 
the salubrity of our climate, and 
have brilliantly described the advan- 
tages, potentialities opportunities 
dormant in Colorado and the West. 
All have failed to put on canvas the 
beauties of landscape and sky, the 
grandeur of our mountains, “rock 
ribbed and ancient as the sun.” No 
tongue or pen can describe or pic- 
ture the enchanted imagery of our 
plains, canons, mountain parks, or 
the embattled precipices and_ the 
abysmal chasms of hoary, snow- 
crowned peaks that have withstood 
the onslaught of the elements since 
the beginning of time. 

Colorado’s Diversified Agriculture. 

The great diversity of Colorado 
agriculture is the State's most im- 
portant asset. Soils vary in adapta- 
bility to special crops; the fact that 
the lighter and more sandy soils of 
some sections are better adapted to 
the production of potatoes makes it 
possible to develop the best product 
on the market. Instead of the Colo- 
rado beetle, with the aid of our scien- 
tists and horticultural experts, we 
are preparing to supply the’ world 
with seed and tubers of a most vigor- 
ous and delicious sort. Other = sec- 
tions are better adapted to the cereal 
grains, alfalfa, sugar beets, and spec- 
ial crops. Considerable areas are de- 
voted to fruit raising, the most inten- 
sive and the highest form of agricul- 
ture, which, in Colorado, is fast be- 
coming the most remunerative spec- 
ialty. 

The most convincing argument in 
favor of irrigated agriculture in the 
arid or semi-arid region is the re- 
ward that awaits the intelligent ap- 
plication of water to the soil. Capi- 
tal has freely sought investment in 
Colorado irrigation securities. The 
manifold opportunities that wait up- 
on the enthusiastic and skillful hus. 
bandman are. attracting the best 
brain and brawn of the world to 
Colorado as a mecea for’ the unto- 
ward and landless population of our 
congested places. The vields of fruit, 
grain, alfalfa, sugar beets and gar- 
den produce have astonished the 
world, the bounteous returns from 
which have added some forty dollars 
increase in the value of our. lands 
within a short time. This is evi- 
denced by the prosperity that pre- 
vails in the numerous farming sec- 
tions and is further attested by the 
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substantial condition of our banks. 
The irrigated West affords the east- 
ern manufacturer a most prolific 
field for his output. 

Favored by an equable climate and 
a soil naturally rich in all the ele- 
ments of plant food, the farmer of 
Colorado is the envy of the world. 

Unfortunately, not every one is fa- 
miliar with the magnitude and the 
scope of the vast areas that have 
been reclaimed as the result of the 
unprecedented and economically im- 
portant work of the reclamation ser- 
vice. Within a few years, 30. gi- 
gantic projects, involving an expendi- 
ture of over $60,000,000 have been 
begun in the West, many of which 
have been finished and furnish water 
for 750,000 acres, upon which the 
gross value of crops in 1910 will be 
over $14,000,000. The average cost 
per acre to the Government has’ been 
$36.65. The income from these pro- 
jects and the recent bond issue’ by 
the National Government, not only 
insure the enlargement of projects 
under way, but provide for an_ ex- 
tension of the policy of reclamation, 
early fostered by this Irrigation 
Congress. It is expected that 30,000,- 
000 acres will be reclaimed ‘in the 
West. 

In Colorado alone, the Gunnison tun- 
nel project furnishes water for an ir- 
rigable area of 150,000 areres, 15,000 
of which will be open to settlement. 

Of the 53,000 acres to be reclaimed 
in the Grand Valley (Colorado) pro- 
ject, 35,000 arces will be open to en- 
try. 

Let it be understood that these 
Western Slope projects in Colorado are 
to augment a considerable area of the 
richest and most highly productive 
fruit land in America, already re- 
claimed by private enterprise. 

As has been shown, the artificial 
application of water to the soil is as 
old as the cuneiform inscriptions of 
antiquity. Irrigation in a crude way 
was practiced in the Southwest  be- 
fore Columbus discovered America. 

Encouraged by the results of irri- 
gation as practiced by the Spaniards, 
in Colorado, and by the early Mor- 
mons, in Utah, many of the return- 
ing 49ers found an incentive in the 
opportunities offered by Colorado’s 
soil, sunshine, and easily available 
and constant water supply. Not many, 
but there are a few of the early pio- 
neers who point with pride and sat- 
isfaction to the first irrigation ditch 
in Northern Colorado, taken out of 
Clear Creek, near Denver. It was 
soon found that the treasure in the 
everlasting hills was but a small re- 
muneration in comparison ‘to the 
wealth of a fertile, unleached,  in- 
exhaustible soil. 

The civilization. that marks the 





West today owes its virility, its in- 
stitutions, its homes, its amazing 
prosperity, its possibilities, to the 
foresight, the sagacity, the pertinac- 
ity of the Colorado pioneer. 

The reservoir and canal systems 
of northern Colorado, the largest 
and most highly developed in the 
State, are typical of the most success- 
ful irrigation works in the country 
and represent millions of dollars. 
Other gigantic and successful irriga- 
tion enterprises are numerdus_ in 
Colorado and reflect the skill, enter- 
prise and ingenuity of Colorado peo- 
ple. 

The most important factor in the 

future development of irrigated agri- 
culture is the vast collection of un- 
interrupted observations, measure- 
ments and caluculations in the pos- 
session of the Colorado Agricultural 
College, in which the subject of irri- 
gation, as a profession, was first 
taugh. These data, the joint  prop- 
erty of the Government and_ the 
State of Colorado, are of inestimable 
value covering, as they do, a_ period 
of twenty years or more, and will 
form the basis of construction and 
practice for generations to come. The 
crowning feature of Colorado’s as- 
pirations and hopes, however, is the 
magnificent building recently com- 
pleted upon the campus of the State 
Agricultural College, at Fort Collins, 
the gift of the people of the State, 
Which is dedicated to the science and 
practice of this ancient and noble 
art. 
This brief reference to an industry 
in Which so many of our people are 
engaged would not be complete with- 
out a reference to the unselfish in- 
genuity and practical inventiveness 
of Hon James Wilson, Secretary of 
Agriculture, and his “hundreds of 
trained specialists of the U. S. De- 
partment of Agriculture and of the 
Experiment Stations who are: doing 
so much to make gold from our soil 
for the American people.” The un- 
selfish efforts of experienced special- 
ists at our own Agricultural Col- 
lege are little Known and often fail 
to receive the merited encourage- 
ment and praise of a grateful people 
who will one day become the bene- 
ficiaries of “Practice with Science,” 
when it is found that two more po- 
tatoes will be added to every hill and 
one more kernel to every head _ of 
wheat.

It is said that an honest con- 
The fession is good for the soul: 
Editor In the Jan. 8th issue of the 
Lied World we published a letter in 
our Breeders’ Bulletin Board 
department from M. S. Nye to which 
we gave the scare headline: “Nye’s 
Cow Increases Record.”

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The stimulus to thought 

Food for which comes to man from 

Thought the outer world through 

the sensorium of the brain 

is so analogus to the acquisition of en- 

ergy and tissue building material 

through the alimentary canal that we 

use, the-expression ‘food for thought,” 

hardly recognizing that it is a figure 
of speech. 

Between animal nutrition and men- 
tal pabulum there is another analogy, 
not as generally recognized, yet clear- 
ly discernible. The necessity of a 
“balanced ration” has become a fund- 


imental principle of nutrition. The 
needed elements in food must be com- 
bined in approximately the right pro- 
portion and in a digestible form. 

There must be carbo-hydrates' to 
supply heat and energy; proteids to 
supply the tissues and various secre- 
tions, and without the mineral sub- 
stances, man would be a _ jellyfish— 
minus a backbone. 

Proper mental development and 
broad thinking likewise require a di- 
versity of mental stimuli, and each 
must be present in sufficiently pro- 
portions. If one element is deficient, 
we have the excentric; if only one is 
supplied in proper. quantity, we have 
the one-idea man. The result is either 
mental deformity or narrow-minded- 
ness. 

We see these traits of character ex- 
emplified daily ,but may not realize 
that they proceed not so much from in- 
heritance, as from an insufficient or 
unbalanced supply of mental food. 
The real is as essential as the ideal; 
muck-raking, as important as_ star- 
gazing. The microscope reveals things 
as necessary to man’s complete under- 
standing as the telescope. 

A person who sees a building, a 
mountain, or a landscape from one 
side, erroneously judges the whole 
from what he has seen; no two per- 
sons seeing the same thing from dif- 
ferent view-points can ever agree as 
to particulars, or even essentials. One 
who has developed under one set of 
influences, one uniform set of environ- 
ments; one whose reading has been 
selected for him, whose social rela- 
tions have been guarded, whose poli- 
tics and religion have been handed to 
him ready-made, knows not life. He 
is not a man, only an automaton. The 
man whose mental ration is made up 
of concentrates gets indigestion and 
becomes a political conservatist; the 
man whose mental diet is principally 
roughage may turn up an anarchist. 
The man who is short on science and 
philosophy, becomes necessarily sup- 
erstitious. He will not start an en- 
terprise on Friday, and is a number 
13 crank. The man who reads his 
Bible and Christian Advocate assidu- 
ously, attends church and class meet- 
ing regularly and exclusively,  be- 
comes inevitably more or less bigoted 
and fanatical. That man whose read- 
ing, whose schooling and associates 
are restricted and prescribed are sel- 
dom or never agents of general prog- 
ress. Only those whose. education, 
reading and general environment 
have been unrestricted and varied can 
be broad, liberal thinkers, and gen- 
erous doers.

52415, at 11 years, 10 months and 16 
days, of 25.886 pounds butter in 7 
days, from 635.2 pounds milk; 106.865 
pounds butter from 2479.3 pounds 
milk in 380 days. Highest day 94.1 
pounds, caused me to look up her 


pedigree, as the record considering 


her age was an unusual one. You 
notice that she is almost 12 years 
old. She had her last calf October 
26th last, and is still giving 65 to 68 
pounds milk in a day. I find on inves- 
tigation that she is a granddaughter 
of De Kol 2d’s Alban, the sire of my 
cow De Kol 2d’s Alban De Kol, which 
carries four world’s records for her 
age, starting at 13% years with a rec- 
ord of 26.57 pounds in 7 days, 109.71 
pounds in 30 days, when she had not 
been dry a single day in five years. 
The record of Mr. Hinchey’s cow is 
a proof of the tendency of this family 
to last to an old age, and to continue 
great production long after most cows 
have rendered up their accounts. The 
tendency of most breeders to depend 
entirely on a week’s or a month’s rec- 
ord, made by a cow when just in her 
prime, without any reference to the 
conditions under which such records 
were made, or the ability to produce 
at a good old age, is in my judgment 
not for the best interests of the 
breed. The dairyman of the future 
will require cows that will not only 
make large weekly and monthly ree- 
ords, but which are persistent milkers 
and which will make large records 
under ordinary dairy care and treat- 
ment.
